TEA BEINGS DOWN EAST. 



Friday wae the last day hat one of Haw- 
tho'ae’s 1699 racing season. The afternoon was 
bright and aommsry and the giing was at its 
best and the attendance of holiday proportions. 
Tfce racing all through wae marked by inci- 
dents out of the ordinary line and the only 
strong features were Tulla Fonso's fast mile 
and the regularity with which the favorites 
were bowled over. Winning favorites have 
been very scarce at the lecsnt meeting, but 
yesterday must have bsen a b inner day for the 
ring as the talent failed to ecoie once. 

Perhaps the hardest blow the speculators got 
was in the last race, which was at a mile, and 
hero is where Tulla FoubO made her fast time. 
The filly stepped once aroand the ring in 1 :39i, 
which equals the track rta rd held jointly by 
Tenby, Mi^pah and Dr. Nembnia. For this race 
Streamer, with 97 pounds and Tommy Burns 
up, was a staunch favorite at about 13 to 10. 
Tulla Fouso was at one time as good as 11 to 5, 
but the sharpshooters unloaded on her and at 
p<ist time she was backed donn to 8 to 5. Starter 
"^Ujror was good to Tulla Fonso and sent tier 
awsy about a length in front. She had spesd 
galore, and going at a toriific pace she opened 
up a big gap early. The first five furlongs were 
run in 1:0U and TnlJa Fonso was five lengths in 
front, On the tarn Streain?r seemed to gain a 
trifle on the tiyiag machine in fro:it but when 
Tnlla Feuso rolled off the first three-qoarters 
in 1 ;131 and still had eometbing left it seemed 
to dijsconraga both Streamer and Burns. They 
never gave up, however, and before the finish 
was reached pat Talla Fonso to a drive. The 
fiily stood the dnva, and staggering and out to 
the limit, managed to last long enough to win 
by about iwo lengths. 

Diggs won an extra good race for him from 
Ferroll ia the sscood a seven-furlong event. 
Diggs was lucky and well ridden by Burns and 
this acc lints for his makiuj suih a good 
showing Ferroll. the favorite, tried to run 
ont OQ the stretch tarn and this left plenty of 
room for Diggs to corns through on the rail, 
which hs did. It was no fault of Dagan's that 
Ferroll want wide on tlie turn as she always 
does this and cannot be broken of the habit. 

Ed ( /orrigao's filly Basseda seems to be in 
bar base form again, an 1 shs won the three- 
quirter two-yeir-old event off by herself. For 
some unknown reason The Monk, who has besn 
running poorly of 1 ite. wab male a 6 to 5 fav- 
orite over Basseda. He finished third.

She got a flying start 
in the first race and won all the way.;

With the conclusion of to-day’s racing at 
Hawthorne the record of the track for the year 
of grace, 1899, will be made up. It is a story of 
fine racing, good management, extreme vigi- 
lance in the judge's stand and deserved peconi- 
ary success. For all this Judge Rees. Secretary 
Knhl and Manager McAvoy come in for well 
earned praise for efilsient service in their re* 
spective departments. 

The last meeting of the year at Harlem begins 
Monday with every prospect of two weeks’ rac- 
ing up to the high standard that has character- 
ized the track this year. It will be followed by 
fifteen days at Lakeside and then local patrons 
of rscieg will have to go into winter camp 
while awaiting with such patience as may be at 
their command, the return of the bangtails 
next May. 

Secretary Nathanson has issued bis program 
book for the first eix days at Harlem. The con- 
di iocs of the purses show thooghtfol consider- 
ation for ail classes of owners end horses 
and will insure a wide distributiou of 
the money offered, A $500 parse is provided 
for Monday, Thursday aud Saturday ; tfie others 
are of the customary $400 size. The longdis- 
tance race of the week will be a mile and a half 
dash, slated for Tuesday. Saveuteen of the 
thirty six parses call for coatests at a mile or 
over and eleven are the exclusive property of 
the twc-year-olds. 

Iq concection with the meetiog to take place 
at Lakeside, Secretary Nathanson gives owners 
notice to the following effect: 

“The fail meeting of 15 days will begin Mon- 
day, October 30. Purses will be $400 and $-500. 
Six races will be ran each day, beginning at 
2 o’clock. 

“Applications for stall) may be filed on and 
after Taesday, October 17, with the secretary at 
Uarlem. 

“Persons who ship or send horses to the track 
without having previously obtained signed or- 
cers will bo denied all privileges. 

“No ’request’ rac?s for this meeting will be | 

considered.”

Hawthorne is a very fast racetrack this year. 
This has been strikingly illustrated by the 
number of times 1 :40 has been beaten in the 
coarse of its ten weeks of exceedingly good 
racing. In that feature it is the record bolder. 
It is rarely that 1 :40 is beaten on any of the 
faster tracks of the country hot it has been 
done BO frequently at Hawthorne that it hardly 
excites comment. Yet it about represeuts the 
limit of speed. Nine horses have passed the 
mark at Hawthorne. Two. Tenby and Serrano, 
having twice performed the unnsual feat. The 
followicg table shows the dates on which 1:40 
was beaten over the beautiful Cicero course 
and the horses that did it:

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Laet Monday’s San Francisco Chronicle con- 
tains the following statement concerning the 
popular probident of the California Jockey 
Clab, than whom no more honorable and fair 
torfman ever raced horses: 

“Tom Williams is going to emulate Pierre 
Loiillard, W. C. Whitney and Richard Croker, 
and will race a stable of horses in England. 
This news will be received with favor, as Tom 
Williams is a keen sportsman and an excellent 
jadge of a racehoree. It is Williams’ intention 
to get together a formidable stable, composed 
principally of California-bred horses. There is 
a report that the president of the California 
Jockey Club will be given the pick of the Berns 
& Waterhouse stable, which now contains fifty 
horses. 

‘The ell black and orange cap of Tom Wil- 
liams is familiar to ail turfmen, and some 
crack horsss sported his colors before Williams' 
retirement from the tnrf in 1894, because of his 
active participation in the affairs of the Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club as its president. This was 
regarded as a wise move at the time, as it 
effectually did away with any chance for hos- 
tile criticism. 

“Tom Wildams has been actively identified 
with the turf interests of California for the 
pest fifteen years, daring which time he has 
raced scores of thorou^hb.-eds. He made sev- 
eral eampaigD^^ in the east, and with such 
horses as Racine. Riufax and Flirtation made 
his presence felt in the early nineties. Racine 
fdtracted wide spread Httention by rnnuiog a 
mile over the Washington Park track in 1 :394. 
ratting the luug-stiuding w<>rld’s record of 
1:394 made by the famoas Ten Broeck. Before 
lissnmirg the presidency of a jockey clnb Tom 
Williams was noted for bis game qualities as h 
bettor, and invariably had no any way from $500 
to $5,000 on the horse;) thatcerried the bUck and 
oianae in an important event. As a match- 
maker no tnrfm an das had the success of Tom 
VViiliams, as he has a record untarnished by de- 
feat in that respect. The majority of horsemen 
labored under the impression that he had the | 
worst of it when he matched Rinfax against 
Geraldine. Williams was especially anxious to 
beat Geraldine, as she was owned by Porter 
Ashe, his erstwhile friend, but uncompromising 
enemy at the time of the match race, which was 
taken by Rinfax. 

“W'iUiams also provided the sinews of war 
for Clicqaer in his fiv<*-frrio'>g match race 
with B irder Lassie, who was owned by A. B. 
Bpreckels. Clacqner prove i the winner. 

“The main details about the English turf 
campaign have yet to be arranged, bat it can 
bs predicted that the California turfman will 
have good horses aad a competent jockey when 
hU colors are seen in England for the first 
time.” 



“There ia a larger number of yearling 
thoroughbreds quartered ia the vicinity of the 
Metropolitan tricks at present than has ever 
bean seen before. The embryo racers are for 
the most part of course owned by the big es- 
tablishments, but several of the smaller owners 
have pnrehased at the big sales, and there is no 
knowing where lightning will strike,” says the 
Morning Telegraph. “The history of racing 
shows that a yearling knocked down for a hnn- 
dred to a poor man might be as good in his 
two-year-old form as one sold to one of the 
magnates of the tnrf for several times that 
amount, and hence the attraction of the year- 
ling sales. 

“The late Mr. Withers, one of the most coa- 
spicQons figures of the American turf, did not 
think the history of a racehorse commenced 
with his yearling form. He did net think one 
trial in fifty was verified by his sabsequent run- 
ning That is a mooted question among train- 
ers and turfites. 

“The system of. training yearlings has been 
much changed of late years. Formerly it was 
the custom after breaking them thoroughly and 
allowing them a bit of slow galloping to let 
them down once before patting them into 
winter quarters. Now the new system of train- 
ing seems to be to give them a lot of galloping 
work added to as much as two fast moves be- 
fore sending them to the barn for the winter. 

“Among the most conspicuous owners of big 
strings who have made extensive purchases of 
yearlings to try for honors ia next year’s races 
are the Fleischmann Sons. Trainer Thomas 
Welsh guides the paces of the Fleischmann 
string, and as he kaowa a thing or two about 
yearlings or any other racers, they mar be 
trusted to race up to the mark when ha sends 
them to the post. 

“The Fleischmann youngsters, twenty in num- 
ber, and purchased from the best breeding 
establishments at various prices, are as fol- 
lows: Brown colt, by Bramble— Promenade; 
bay colt, by Bramble — Issie Lee B; browu 
colt, by Governor Foraker- Philippine; chest- 
nut colt, by St. Martin— Emulation; bay filly* 
by St. Martin— Frances; ehestnat filly, by St. 
Martin— Florio ; bay colt, by Jnvaaal— Born 
Fool. 

“The above were brad by the Messrs. Fleisoh- 
msnn. The following were purchased at the 
Belle Meade sale: Chestnut colt, by Iroquois — 
Tarantula; black colt, by Fresno— Marian; bay 
colt, by Order- Longfellow mare; brown colt, 
by Order- Longfellow mare. 

“Mr. Balmont sold the stable the hiy colt by 
Margrave— Mount Harmon. From the Williams 
sale the Flaischmanas go: tha chestnut colt by 
Albert— Bonnie Ola. 

“At Clay & Woodford’s auction the following 
were purchased: Cbestnut colt, by Sir Dixon 
-Kentucky Bella; bay colt, by Sir Dixon- Bon- 
nie Blue. 

‘ From Milton Young the chestnut colt by 
Hanover— Rhody Gale was pnrehased. 

“There is not a more promising lot of yonog 
’uns in the possession of an establishment in 
America than this. The best prices were paid 
for them. Several of them have bee a highly 
tried at the farm at Millstone, N. J., where 
they are and when they race trainsr Welsh can 
bo dopsnded npoa to do his part when the 
Fleischmann silk is sported with these young- 
sters.
